The type of 
sprinkler pictured on this page achieves the re- 
quired results by a patented method of breaking 
up the water into tiny particles, which are dis- 
tributed like a gentle shower evenly and thor- 
oughly over a square area as much as bO feet by 
60 feet — 3600 square feet under high pressure— or

I T is advisable to have a permanent surround 

* enclosing all hard courts, and particularly for 

the'"En-Tout-Cas"Court, because it is available for 

play so soon after rain, and it is thus essential to 
confine the balls to the court, for should the balls 
reachany surrounding wet grass or soil, they would 
soon become useless for true and rapid bound. 



There are tN'.o varieties of posts which have been 
found satisfactory, one is set as shown in the illus- 
tration on this page; the other is set in concrete. 
The perfect back stop should be 10 to 12 feet high. 
The heavy chain link netting, of about 1^4 inch 
mesh, is recommended for durability. It is of non- 
rusting material and remains unharmed by vines 
or shrubbery.

Non-Trip Marking Tapes 

One variety of tape is made of com- 
pressed lead which practically elim- 
inates expansion. The other is of 
sturdy fabric impregnated with 
lead. 

These marking tapes are securely 
fastened and beaten flush with the 
surface of the court so that there is 
positively no danger of tripping. 
The tapes need painting but once 
a year.

Binding Liquid 

In very dry weather it is desirable that 
'"En-Tout-Cas" Tennis Courts be 
treated occasionally with Binding 
Liquid. This keeps the courts firm, 
moist, and cool to the feet. 

Moss or Weed Killer 

If moss or other vegetation grow-s on 
any court, a weed killer should be 
used at once. 

Hard Court Brushes 
(Soft Hair) 

For removing leaves, equalizing the 
surface before rolling, etc. Best quality 
hair, 30 inches wide. 

Tape Brushes 

Mounted on long handles for brushing 

marking tapes.
